It is infinitely more glorious to see a 
great factory above a waterfall in our 
day, to see the huge power building of Ni¬ 
agara sending over copper wires the in¬ 
visible electric slaves that work with fear¬ 
ful force in cities miles away.

The great ships bring the ore down the 
lakes. .No inanls hand has touched it. 
Jaws of sleel have torn It, from the ore bed 
and dropped it into the ships. 

, At Gary other steel jaws lift it and carry 
it to the furnaces. 

It is melted and great machines pour It 
out. It id divided into huge ingots, and 
these, white hot, arc .carried to the first 
pari of the rolling mill, Still no man’s 
hand has touched that iron. No slave has 
toiled under its weight. 

The ingot is squeezed by one machine, 
made longer and narrower, squeezed 
again and made still longer and narrower. 

, It 8tarts.on its journey along the toilers 
of the mill, squeezed, pressed, handled, 
turned over, and shaped as it travels hun¬ 
dreds of yards—no hand touching it. 

It arrives at last, a red-hot steel rail, the • 
right shape, cut the right length, Ma¬ 
chinery turns it over, slides it on an in¬ 
cline.

It la Increasing, not beoauso of tbe lack of that 
two dollars, not because (be standards of 
womanhood are lower than they were a genera* 
lion ago. but because more girls of an Impree- 
elonablo agq, Ignorant, Inefficient, a^e sent out 
Into tho worjd to earn their living , More girl* 
are exposed to tomptatLon than Over before. The 
greater majority of them withstand temptation, 
not because of the two dollars but because they 
are stronger mentally than thoso who succumb; 
because they have social and family standards 
• that bold them back IT temptation assails them; 
hecauso they Instinctively know tba true Trom 
the raise. The girl who "goes wrong'* does not 
do ao because of tho lack of the two dollars, nor 
usually because she wsnts to be bad or vicious, 
but simply because conditions are too strong 
for her; because she Is mentally unfit to know 
the false from the true. 

How is the problem of tbe girl criminal to be 
solved? By legal action? Not tbe ordinary 
kind. Laws do not mnko men and women moral. 

I feel that I am *nfe in saying that the minimum 
wage, if it Is ever made obligatory, will hare no. 
direct bearing on this problem. It Is one'strand 
Jn tho web, hut not the vital ono. There are 
ninny students of this social-economic question 
who believe that the minimum wage will prove 
the panacea for all social Ills. 1 do not agree 
with this hollof. It may 1 minimize the evil for 
some. It will undoubtedly increase It for other*. 
During n recent Investigation I personally ex¬ 
amined two thousand women and the number 
who gave low wages ns the reason for their sin 
was so bnuill as to be practically negligible. I 
know Ihat tho reasons lay too deep for those 
women to appreciate. 'Being unuied to seir

Grady the Daring j 

‘tf* John D. Orady, knoWcuto the police and 
the Underworld as “Old, Supers and 
Slangs.'' probably never handled aa "much 
money or had hla finger In Quito so many 
crimes as "Mother’’ Mandelbaum.- His 
career, too, was somewhat shorter, hut It 
made up for theBe defects Iu the un¬ 
equalled daring and magnitude of his ex¬ 
ploits 

’ ’'Mother'* Mandelbaum “played safe." 

Not so John D. Grady. Hla wa* a desperate 
,. game, well played for splendid slakes, with 
' risks few men would care Id take and 
with all the elements of romance and a 
tragic death to cap IL 
Grady, like “Mother’' Mandelbaum, was 
a “fence." but while she dealt In every¬ 
thing, Grady specialized In diamonds. He 
had an office opposite the Manhattan flank, 
which horc the sign, “John D. Grady, Dia¬ 
mond Merchant." From the windows of 
this office, Orady. Jimmy Hope and his 
gang gazed hungrily across at the bank 
and plotted its ruin. Up to thb actual day 
: of the robhery Hope and Grady were lu 
accord on all plana. Afterward the two 
leaders quarrelled-over the disposition of 
the bonds. Hope bad his way and there 
Is little doubt that had Grady taken charge 
of tho two million dollars of securities he 
would have succeeded In selling them, 
whereas Hope failed. 

While “Mother" Mandelbaum was build¬ 
up her trade with pickpockets and shop¬ 
lifters, Grady waB carrying his business 
about lit a satchel. No man over took 
^greater chances. At all hours of the night 
this short, stocky man went about the 
darkest and most dangerous partB of Hew 
York. In the little black satchel, as every 
criminal knew, was a fortune In diamonds. 

When a thief bad made a haul Grady 
would meet him at any time or place be 
pleased and lake the diamonds off his • 
hands. Only once was he “sandbagged" 
and robbed of several thousand dollars 
worth of the stones. He look the ralsfor- 
--tune. In good part, aald It was ’’la own > 
fault and never took revenge: on the men 
who robbed blm. 

Steam-Drill Burglary 

Wtallo “Mother" Mandelbaum engineered 
house and dry goods store robberies, .Grady 
set his mind and energies on the great 
hanks. Aa bold as tbc Manhattan affair 
was his assault on a West Side hank. The 
vaults of this bank were surrounded by’ a 
threo-foot wall of solid ooncrele. 

Grady ppeued a first-class saloon next 
door, and as soon as he got his bearings 
installed a steam engine In the cellar. This 
engine was supposed to run : the electric 
light dynamo and an air pump. In reality 
it was there to drill a bole Into .the hank 
next door. 

Selecting a Saturday which happened to 

* be a holiday, he commenced operations 
Friday night, and there was 6very prospect 
of being Inside the vault long before Mon- 

■» day morning. But unfortunately a wide¬ 
awake policeman of inquiring mind hoard 
the unfamiliar buzzing out ;in the street.

Is put to the trouble and expense or train¬ 
ing a new man—and there Is always the 
danger that the new member ^of the staff 
will prove less capable or Industrious than 
the one whose place he lakes. 

Tho “ferice' r therefore tries to make 
crime oO attractive or so necessary, lo the 
clever thief that he will continue stealing 
until death or arrest overtakes him. lip 
keeps close watch for signs, or a desire to 
reform, and does all he can to tTecourage It. 

Tho “fence"- studies the special weak¬ 
nesses pf his thieves- and understands Just . 
how to play on them to hla advantage. If 
a thief suggests “turning over a new leaf'- 
the "fence" pays him more liberally for bla 
next lot of goods, or loans him money to 
satisfy hfs craving for liquor, drugs, fine 
c'othes or whatever may he hip falling. 

This last Is a favorite method of getting 
a thief Into a "fence’s” power. The “fencoV 
advances money‘freely, with the “always- 
glad-to-belp-an-old-frlend” spirit.V But . he 
keepe careful count of every dollar. loafied. 
and when the lnevltah’e day of reckoning 
compa the debt Is usually so large that the 
thief can never hope to nay it exceDt by 
crime :
